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Stab 


Oak Bay death 
leads to Trail 



Two Oak Bay policemen 
flew to Trail Tuesday to 
question a man in connection 
with the weekend stabbing 
death of a federal civil servant 
whose body was found in 
Walbran Park. 

Oak Bay police said Jorn 
Berger, believed in his early 
20s. will be questioned 
regarding the death of 
Raymond Buckett, 40, of 4960 
Lochside Drive. 

Buckett’s body was found 
Sunday afternoon by a 
passerby walking to the 
former Department of 
National Defence observation 
post in the park overlooking 
Juan de Fuca Strait. 

The body was in a patch of 
thick grass about 20 yards 
from the lookout. 

Police Inspector John 
Groves said Berger was 
arrested by RCMP Tuesday 
morning at the Paterson 
border crossing near Trail. 

Berger was to be charged 


with possession of stolen 
property and theft over $200. 

The charges involve a car 
which Groves said belonged to 
the murdered man. 

The car. a 1966 Volkswagen 
fastback, was believed sold by 
Berger in Vancouver. Groves 
said. 

It was found Tuesday in 
Vancouver and has been 
impounded by Vancouver 
police. 

“We haven’t got any motive 
at the present time.” Groves 
said in an interview. 

Groves said he thought the 
murder had occured at the 
site where Buckett was found 
because of the amount of 
blood around his body. 

Groves said Buckett was 
stabbed with a knife three 
times — twice in the neck and 
once in the chest. 

Buckett. a technical officer 
with the Defence Research 
Kstablishment Pacific at CFB 
Fsquimalt, was single.

There'll be a hush on streets 


Elimination of through 
traffic on several narrow 
streets in James Bay, starting 
in 1975, is one of the objectives 
outlined in a comprehensive 
transportation policy for 
Victoria’s central area. 

The report, which was 
discussed by city council this 
week before formally 
submitting it to the provincial 
government, says 
Government and Menzies 
streets, south of Michigan, 
together with Toronto, Simcoe 
and Niagara will be 
progressively restricted to 
neighborhood traffic only 
from next year. 

This is in recognition of the 
area's “growing population 
and its narrow streets,” the 
report states. 


No through-car plan for James Bay 


The policy statement 
stresses the importance of 
accommodating people and 
transit, rather than the 
automobile. 

It says the twofold objective 
of a review conducted over the 
past several months by the 
transportation planning 
committee is: 

‘‘To improve the 
environment of downtown for 
the pedestrian and thereby 
reinforce its attractiveness, 
particularly as a shopping and 
recreation area. 

“To continue to make 
downtown goods, services and 
employment as accessible as 


possible for the region’s ever¬ 
growing population.” 

The development of bypass 
routes for through traffic — 
especially commuter traffic to 
and from the legislature 
precinct — to skirt the 
shopping and pedestrian core 
has been a city planning 
priority for years. 

The report says Blanshard, 
between Burdett and 
Belleville, will be closed 
“immediately” for levelling, 
straightening and widening 
“to realize its potential as a 
bypass from James Bay 
around the downtown core.” 
Completion is scheduled for 
the end of this year. 


Quadra Street, newly 
extended through Rupert to 
Superior, will carry traffic 
now using the south end of 
Blanshard. 

The study says Douglas 
between Superior and 
Humboldt will be restricted to 
transit and local access traffic 
only, and emphasis will be 
placed on directing through 
traffic to and from James Bay 
along Blanshard and Quadra. 

Once the Blanshard 
realignment is completed, 
Collinson will be restricted to 
hospital access only and this, 
the city says, will “greatly” 
reduce Fairfield's 


effectiveness as an east-west 
connector. 

It therefore urges the 
provincial government to 
assist in extending Belleville 
through to Fairfield. 

Another major request is for 
the elimination of the Black 
Ball ferry terminal as a 
“troublesome traffic 
generator.” 

The report notes the 
widening of Wharf Street to 
four lanes starting late next 
year will make the terminal 
inaccessible from Wharf. It 
says the government should 
begin immediate talks with 
the ferry owners and the city 
to ensure Black Ball’s 


relocation without 
interruption of service before 
the end of 1975. 

Other proposals to the 
government: 

—To consider a downtown 
“people-mover” system “to 
link office, shopping, parking 
and amenity locales 
throughout the Central Area 
and possibly James Bay.” 

—To restrict employee 
parking in the government’s 
new downtown office sites to 
not more than one parking 
stall for every six employees, 
“to minimize growth in rush- 
hour congestion.” 

—To include within its 
projects facilities for short¬ 
term parking so as to relieve 
on-street parking and allow 
the creation of specia: ransit 
lanes. 


At 96 John digs UVic courses 


Steer clear of alcohol and 
tobacco if you want to enjoy 
retirement or even reach it, 
says a man who only gave up 
both when he was 76. 

That’s the advice from 
Saskatoon saddlemaker John 
George, 96, who now makes 
his home in Victoria. 

“I gave them up 20 years 
ago and I’ve never felt better 
in my life,” he said in an in¬ 
terview this week. 

And keep busy with 
something that occupies your 
mind and take some form of 
exercise every day, he added. 

George starts his day with a 
walk downtown to his broker’s 


to see how his stocks are 
doing, then walks back home 
for lunch and an afternoon 
siesta. He walks a minimum 
of two miles a day, that’s his 
exercise. 

But the enthusiasm of his 
life is geology, a subject he’s 
been studying for five years. 
It’s one of the reasons he came 
to Victoria to live. 

“It was awfully cold waiting 
for those buses out to the 
University of Saskatchewan in 
Saskatoon,’’ he said. “I 
thought it would be warmer in 
Victoria.” 

It’s warmer here but he 
couldn’t find the course he 


wanted at the University of 
Victoria. His studies led him, 
through chemistry and 
mathematics, into a course 
last year in mineralogy and 
petrology, the study of the 
origin and composition of 
rocks, at the university in 
Saskatoon. 

Now he’s into optical 
mineralogy. When he couldn’t 
find what he wanted at UVic 
he got in touch with the 
provincial department of 
mines. 

The result was that Dr. 
Kenneth Northcote, geologist 
with the department, 
volunteered to tutor the 96- 
year-old student. 


Six big tourist projects 
commissioned by B.C. 


Six major research projects 
into the B.C. tourist industry 
have been commissioned by 
the provincial government. 

Travel Industry Minister 
Ernie Hall said the B.C. 
Research Council conducted 
an overview study of the in¬ 
dustry last year but six 
specific studies have been 
sub-contracted to six Van¬ 
couver firms which will be 
supervised by the research 
council. 

The projects are: 

— Identifying and 


cataloguing major recreation 
areas in B.C. (AVG 
Management Science Ltd.) 

—A study of marketing and 
promotion programs of the 
travel department and private 
industries (F. Rex Werts Ltd.) 

—A study of the status and 
impact of skiing in B.C. 
(Pearse Bowden Economic 
Consultants Ltd.) 

—Research into conflicting 
views on the effects of 
recreational vehicles on 
communities and public 


facilities (Ward and 

Associates.) 

—Studies on the tour 
business in B.C. (Lavehthol 
Krekstein Horwath and 
Horwath) 

—A study of the impact of 
the B.C. Festival of Winter 
Sports (Regional Marketing 
Surveys Ltd.) 

Hall also announced that the 
study of tourist development 
possibilities in the Banfield- 
Ucluelet-Tofino area will soon 
be completed. 


Northcote said this week he 
got a kick out of being with 
George. He spends about lVfe 
hours once a week. 

“He’s not playing with it,” 
Northcote said. “He’s serious 
and he’s doing very, very well. 
I’m quite proud of him.” 

Anyone whoat age 96 tackles 
optical mineralogy is “really 
something,” the geologist 
said. “Another thing I like 
about him is he’s always 
looking to the future.” 

George spends about two 
hours a day with his 
petrographic miscroscope, 
examining paper-thin slices of 
rock, determining their op¬ 
tical properties and iden¬ 
tifying their components. He 
keeps notes about everything 
from magnetite to hornblende 
and draws diagrams showing 
acute bisectrix figures and 
optic axis figures. 

After a good night’s sleep 
he’s ready for his hike to his 
broker’s again. Surprisingly, 
his interest lies mainly in 
industrial rather than mining 
stocks. 

A native of Lincolnshire, he 
spent five years as a boy 
apprenticed to a saddle and 
harnessmaker. He came to 
Canada in 1904 to work for 
Great West Saddlery in 
Winnipeg. 

He eventually went into the 
saddle business for himself in 
Viscount, Sask., and later in 
Saskatoon. 

He wasn’t idle in those 
years, either. In addition to 


marrying and raising a son 
and daughter, he was once 
mayor of Viscount, where he 
had a 160-acre homestead, 
was a member of the town 
council, the school board and 
first president of the rural 
telephone company. 

He sang in the choir of St. 
John’s Cathedral, Saskatoon, 
for 20 years and, during his 
early years in Canada, played 


the violin for Sunday school, 
for concerts and even the odd 
square dance. 

Since his retirement in 1960 
he’s done a lot of travelling, 
traced the family genealogy 
and now, after spending five 
winters here, has decided to 
settle down with his daughter 
and son-in-law who have also 
moved here from Saskat¬ 
chewan. 



Either the Reid Centre 
property has already been 
purchased by the provincial 
government or the deal is on 
the point of going through. 

All the signs at city hall 
Wednesday pointed to one or 
other of the two possibilities, 
although confirmation was 
lacking from any official 
scource. 

The Express has been told 
that Reid has freed himself 
from the sale agreement in 
which he was involved with 
Commonwealth Holiday Inns 
of Canada Ltd., and has sold 
or is selling his Wharf Street 
property to the provincial 
government for the $1.7 
million he was originally 
seeking in a sale to the city- 
provincial partnership. 

Holiday Inns served a writ 
on Reid's firms. Fort Victoria 
Holdings Ltd . and Reid 
Properties Ltd., in B.C. 
Supreme Court Monday 

The writ seeks a declara¬ 
tion that a sale agreement 
between Reid and Holiday 
Inns dated April 2 is a “valid 
and subsisting agreement bin¬ 
ding upon the defendants." 
and also seeks an injunction 
restraining Reid from “sell¬ 
ing. disposing, leasing or par¬ 
ting with" possession of the 
land 

Although the writ has not 
been withdrawn. The Express 
has learned that an out-of- 
court settlement has been 
reached which leaves Reid as 
the legal and unencumbered 
holder of the property. 

At press time Ian Stewart, 
lawyer for Holiday Inns, could 
not be reached for confirma¬ 
tion. 


The first hint that the 
government would buy Reid’s 
property after all. despite its 
earlier hesitation, came from 
Mayor Peter Pollen last 
week He said he had “a 
feeling" that the deal would 
go through. 

After months of trying to 
persuade the provincial 
government to buy the Wharf 
Street property, city council 
approved the developer's sale 
to Holiday Inns earlier this 
month. 

But only a week later, the 
government imposed develop¬ 
ment restrictions on the en¬ 
tire Wharf Street waterfront, 
including the Reid Centre. 

Pollen has indicated that 
the government did not want 
to buy the property for $1.7 
million and was not prepared 
to pay much more than $1 
million But a hasty appraisal 
was carried out for the 
government immediately 
following council's approval 
of the sale to Holiday Inns, 
and this week's information 
indicates Reid has. in fact, 
received the $1.7 million he 
was asking. 
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Hospitals 

switched 


George at his microscope 


B.C. paid the federal 
government $2 Ujis week and 
in return took possession of 
two veterans’ hospitals and 
$11.4 million in special grants. 

Victoria Veterans Hospital 
and Shaughnessy Hospital in 
Vancouver were transferred 
from federal to provincial 
jurisdiction for a token price 
of $1 each. 

Actual transfer and use of 
the hospitals by the general 
public is expected by mid¬ 
summer. 

Under the terms of the 
transfer agreement, signed by 
Health Minister Dennis Cocke 
Tuesday, the federal govern¬ 
ment will grant the province 
$7,710,000 for Shaughnessy 
and $3,725,000 for Victoria 
Veterans. 

The grants will be used for 
renovations and im¬ 
provements to existing 
buildings and for upgrading 
equipment as the hospitals are 
opened for general public use. 

Cocke said discussions have 
begun with Royal Jubilee 
Hospital regarding operation 
of the veterans' building and 
he expects an agreement 
“relatively soon.” 

He assured veterans with 
service-connected problems 
that they will have priority 
use over the majority of beds 
in both hospitals although the 
buildings will be used for the 
general public. 

At Victoria Veterans, 170 of 
the 276 beds will be reserved 
for priority veteran use. 

The 170 veterans’ beds can 
also be turned over for 
community use when they are 
not required by veterans but 
arrangements will ensure all 
veterans are accommodated. 


At the present time, 206 
veterans are being cared for 
in the Victoria hospital. 

At Shaughnessy, 870 of the 
1,097 beds will be reserved for 
veterans who now occupy 950 
beds. 

In explaining the takeover, 
Cocke said the situation facing 
veterans today has changed 
and whereas financial reasons 
often formerly dictated that 
veterans stay in a veterans’ 
hospital, most veterans now 
wish to stay in a hospital in 
their community. 

Along with the hospital, the 
province has acquired the 11.8 
acres of land surrounding the 
hospital. 

Ministers 
to tour 
northwest 

Three B.C. cabinet 
ministers will visit the 
northwestern part of the 
province over the next week to 
discuss with local residents 
northern environmental and 
development problems. 

Resources Minister Bob 
Williams, Industrial 
Development Minister Gary 
l,auk and Highways Minister 
Graham Lea will visit major 
communities between Prince 
George and Prince Rupert 
and meet with municipal 
councils as well as hold public 
meetings. 

The tour starts in Prince 
George on April 26 and winds 
up in Prince Rupert May 3. 
Lauk, who is now in Japan 
with Premier Barrett, will 
join the tour April 30. 
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A loyal friend tells me he heard my name taken in 
vain in the Gorge Vale locker-room last week.

The way she addresses the ball, a procedure which 
takes fully three minutes of preparation, adjustment, 
organization and knee-locking infuriates me. 

Her slow, exaggerated, dreamy back-sw ing infuriates 
me as, indeed, does her entire swing which looks exactly 
like an instant replay done in slow motion. 

Her merry laughter when, against all the laws of 
nature, she sends them flying straight down the middle 
infuriates me. Until then I loved her laugh. Now it chills 
me to the bone. 

Playing golf with her. in short, is . . . well . . . it’s 
infuriating. 

I used to arrive back from our expeditions in a state of 
nervous exhaustion, bled emotionally, my throat raw 


from bellowing advice and threats, my little psyche all 
warped and bent from resisting the perfectly natural 
impulse to homicide. (There were days, I must admit, 
when I wondered hysterically w hat kind of sound it would 
make if I used my "ping” putter with murderous intent.) 

What was worse, my own game had fallen to pieces 
under the strain. On one awful day in August she had 
taken me, three up. in nine short holes, a piece of in¬ 
telligence which swiftly reached the entire outside world 
and instantly added 10 strokes to my game. 

It was after that particular day, as 1 recall, that I 
knew I had to come to grips with my problem and resolved 
to play the next round with her in complete silence. 

I did, in fact, manage seven holes only to spoli it all 
when I was unable to contain the single, blood-chilling 
scream that had been gathering inside me. Even so, it was 
something of a triumph. 

If you could see us now you’d hardly believe it is the 
same man. 


You would see a man whose countenance affects a 
mien of almost Gandhi-like serenity, a face of such stoic 
imperturbability that only the occasional fleeting wince of 
rage reveals the seething conflict on the inside. 

As my wife steps up to address the ball, going through 
the moving-day preliminaries that once had me drum¬ 
ming my fists against my temples, I now intently study 
blades of grass or the horizon, my lips sealed to dam the 
flow of ugly comments that burble up from below. 

I think I can say that it’s made a new man of me. Such 
control, such sheer strength of character, instantly 
opened new vistas of self-discipline. 

In a world full of irritations and invitations to temper 
tantrums I now make my way with a thick outer hide of 
magnificent insulation. 

I am a man who has learned to play tranquil golf with 
his wife, perhaps the only man who can make that 
statement, and now all of life’s fairways stretch ahead 
wide, sunny and free of mayhem.

how to cut costs 


The following is one of a series of articles of personal 
opinion h> an Express Staff writer. The views expressed 
are those of the writers and not necessarily of Pugstem 
Holding Co. or other Express staff members. 

Does this province really have to be represented on 
the playing fields of Japan? Do we really need a steel 
mill? Especially one that will have foreign ownership? 

If your answer to both questions is no. you could be on 
the right track in explaining this strange pilgrimage by 
Premier Dave Barrett and entourage. 

It's more likely that this junket is an elaborate diversion 
by the premier as we go through the semi-annual rite of 
changing our clock dials by an hour. 

Readers will recall two abortive earlier tries this 
spring at getting B.C. to keep in st?p with the U.S. 
exercise in energy-crisis public relations. The Waffle 
Manifesto took on a new and deeper meaning as Barrett 
backed and filled his way around daylight saving time. 

Consider the fact that the premier is due back in 
Victoria April 28 - the very morning that we may have 
switched to fast time. It’s doubtful that even Dauntless 
Dave will have the nerve to call it all off w hile flying over 
the Pacific. 

But hold on Won’t he l>e leaving Japan on the 29th? 
The international dateline confuses the numbers. This 
probably means that if the government attempts to choke 
off the switch to daylight saving time it will have to have 
done so by the 25th. 

Or should that be the 26th? 


Greater Victoria Public 
Library board will decide this 
week how to trim its budget to 
keep within the 12 per cent 
increase dictated by Victoria 
city council. 

It could mean closing the 
main library on Blanshard 
two mornings or one day a 
week. Cuts may have to be 
made, as an alternative, in 
services. 

The provincial government 
may be asked to assist with 
funds to help meet the 
emergency. 

An emergency meeting will 
be held by chairman Oak Bay 
Aid. Shirley Dowell, vice- 
chairman Gordon Hutcheson 
and library director Don 
Miller. The rest of the board 
will then be polled by phone 
for a decision. 

Opposition to cutting money 
budgeted for purchase of 
books was voiced at Tuesday’s 
board meeting. 

Victoria Aid. Clyde Savage 
said such a move would be 
“like trying to run a grocery 
store with no stock on the 
shelves.” 

Saanich Aid. Mel Couvelier 
said the city’s action was 
"denying us the right to find 
those areas where we should 
cut ourselves.” 

John Pennylegion suggested 
the provincial government 
should be asked for help in the 
emergency, as had been the 
case with the Vancouver 
Public Library. 

He was told by Miller that 
the emergency help had been 
given by the city of Van¬ 
couver, not the provincial 
government. 

Whatever measure has to be 
taken to chop the $10,000 to 
$12,000 that now has to come 
off the budget, Pennylegion 
urged the importance of 
creating the least possible 
disruption of services to 
people. 

“I think we’d better stay 
friends with the people," he 
said. “We’ve not many friends 
among politicians. We must 
keep them informed on the 
matter. I think that’s im¬ 
portant.” 

Miller said staffing of 
branch libraries was such that 
if one staff member was 
removed it would mean the 
closing of a branch. It was for 
this reason, he said, that any 
savings in staff would have to 
be done at the central library, 
resulting in closure for some 
period of the week. 

“No matter how you do it,” 
Miller warned, “it’s going to 
mean disruption to the 
public.”

Concerning the Respect 
and her owner, Percy Brown: 
She was commissioned 
because one man was 
determined to do something 
about the needless loss of two 
lives by drowning. With a 94 
h.p. motor and a 12-foot 
plywood boat in a sea that had 
justcapsizeda 40-foot troller it 
was impossible to reach the 
scene in time. 

To buy Respect, Brown 
took out a personal loan and 
launched her w ithin a w eek of 
the tragedy. Then he began 
canvassing sportsmen, 
fishermen, stores, boat sales 
and government departments. 
He talked with reporters and 
appeared on TV. He accepted 
several awards and at every 
appearance he specified the 
need for a government- 
maintained rescue service, 
not medals. 

His daughters, friends and 
neighbors held a car wash. 
Contributors signed their 
names and amounts. The 
government allotted $500. 
During her three-year service 
he has logged several 
hundred hours in patrols from 
Race Rocks to Sheririgham 
Point. She has a loud hailer 
and radio phone She salvaged 
a boat and crew, retrieved 
hikers from rugged shores, 
escorted small boats to 
safety, towed in break¬ 
downs. She has broken props 
and had minor and major 
overhauls, all at her owner’s 
expense. During the winter 
months she is housed on her 
trailer. She can be afloat in 
five minutes, as always. 

Those who criticize might 
better pressure the govern¬ 
ment for a paid, 24-hour 
rescue service. Because as 
long as "men go down to the 
sea in ships . ” we’ll need it.

The Hospital Employees 
Union, undeterred by labor 
criticism of its attempts to 
win the right to represent 
workers at two Victoria ex¬ 
tended-care hospitals, is 
preparing to expand further. 

The union’s executive 
decided at a weekend meeting 
to seek authority from the 
membership at a June 
meeting to move into the 
private hospital field. 

“We feel,” said union 
secretary-manager Ray 
McCready, “that we have 
organized most of the 
government-owned hospitals 
in the province, and we are 
now ready to expand.” 

McCready said the union 
had delayed its entry into the 
private hospital field because 
of its desire to complete the 
organization of public 
hospitals. 

Its activities in Victoria 
were simply a continuation of 
that program. 

Hospital Employees Union 
has run into heavy criticism 
and charges of raiding, since 
it filed application with the 
Labor Relations Board for 
certification at Mount Tolmie 
and Glengarry hospitals. 

At present the staff of the 
hospitals are part of the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, Local 1311, along 
with the staff at Sandringham. 
Glenwarren, and Simon 
Fraser in Prince George. 
These three hospitals are 
privately owned. 

Earlier this week the 
president of CUPE’s B.C. 
division condemned HEU 
action in Victoria, saying the 
HEU leaders are ‘‘un¬ 
principled mercenaries.” 

Harry Green said HEU is 
not interested in helping 
hospital workers, but only in 
fortifying its own treasury. 

“HEU is attempting to 
seduce our members with 
false promises and distorted 
statements,” said<rre«n The 
sincerity and integrity of that 
organization in employing 
such tactics, is open to 
question. 

“CUPE has led the fight for 
improved wages and working 
conditions in the private 
hospital field and will continue 
its efforts on behalf of its 
members whether they are 
private or public hospital 
employees.”

Creation of a parks 
department to administer and 
plan Capital Region District 
parks is recommended in a 
detailed report submitted to 
the regional board Wed¬ 
nesday. 

It also urges a four-year 
park development program in 
the region’s eleven parks and 
completion of the current park 
acquisition program before 
undertaking any other 
parkland purchasing. 

Any diversion of funds in an 
attempt to undertake entirely 
new programs would be 
fundamentally wrong, it 
states. 

“It would prejudice the 
board’s ability to develop 
already acquired properties in 
the most effective manner in 
the interests of the com¬ 
munity, and would certainly 
place serious constraints on 
its ability to manage them in 
future years. 

There are 20 essential 
properties totalling 107 acres 
in various parks to be pur¬ 
chased to complete the 
original regional park 
acquisition concept launched 
in 1969. The 107 acres is 
estimated to cost $700,000. 

With the exception of Sooke, 
Salt Spring Island, and Outer 
Gulf Islands, all member 
municipalities contribute the 
proceeds of a levy of a half¬ 
mill towards the acquisition of 
parklands. 

The report estimates it 
would cost $68,000 to establish 
a parks branch composed of a 
parks officer, two field staff 
and a stenographer, plus a 
vehicle.

study 'likely' 

Greater Victoria’s request for a feasibility study on 
amalgamation of three local fire departments will likely be 
accepted by the provincial government. 

Attorney-General Alex Macdonald said early this week he 
had not yet received any request for assistance but added: “I 
wouldn’t see why we couldn’t look at it.” 

Macdonald said the provincial government has a fire 
marshal and there was no reason why assistance couldn't be 
given the city. 

The decision to ask for provincial assistance came at a city 
council caucus session last week when it was agreed the Greater 
Victoria Intermunicipal Committee should ask the attorney- 
general to conduct a feasibility study. 

Amalgamation of the Victoria, Saanich and Oak Bay fire 
departments is seen as a solution to the manpower shortage 
brought to light by Victoria fire chief Eric Simmons. 

Simmons has requested city council employ 16 more fire¬ 
fighters but the decision to study amalgamation is viewed as a 
rejection of his bid. 

Police study offer 

The threat of mediation in the 1974 Victoria police contract 
dispute with the city may be avoided. 

Police union officials announced late Monday that the city 
had offered an eight point package deal which the union 
executive had agreed to take to the membership with a 
recommendation for acceptance. 

The membership meeting was set for 7 p.m. today. 

No figures were given but union leaders said a one-year 
contract was involved and the one issue whose resolution had 
held up apparent agreement had been ironed out. 

Negotiations had been going on for six months but had not 
been narrowed to the single point until last week. The union 
indicated it would have sought government mediation had the 
point not been cleared up 

Firemen seek mediator 

Victoria firefighters’ union this week applied for the 
services of a provincial government mediation officer in 
an effort to reach a contract settlement with the city of 
Victoria. 

After a brief 15-minute meeting with city negotiators 
Monday — the 10th bargaining session in the current 
negotiations — local president Ross Cameron said the 
union had decided to ask for a mediation officer as the two 
parties were “deadlocked on most of tlx? major issues.” 

The main issue is the 104-member local’s demand for 
wage parity with Lower Mainland firefighters. 

Cameron said the firefighters were prepared to be 
flexible, but not to accept wage increases less than those 
already won by up-Island locals in smaller communities. 


McKay, 25, explained the 
disappearance late April 9 of 
three William Head inmates, 
defence counsel Brian 
McAsey said this week in 
Victoria provincial court.

crimes. 

This story was told by 
prosecutor Peter Birkett and 
defence lawyers McAsey, R. 
K. Bryden and Nick Lang: 
McKay, Charlie and Pete 
were among nine inmates 
given passes to attend a 
Loretta Lynn country music 
show at Victoria Memorial 


Arena. As is usual, they went waiting. 


with two unarmed guards and 
the group of 11 did not stay 
together during the show. 

When it ended, the three men 
were among the first to leave 
the arena. They went directly 
to the bus that was to return 
them to William Head and 
waited, but nobody showed up 
for several minutes so they 
decided to go for a walk. 

They walked around 
the block twice. The first time 
the bus was still there and 
empty—but the second, it had 
gone. * 

McKay in particular didn’t 
want to lose his privileges — 
the Lynn show was his 10th 
trip outside William Head — 
and the three tried to find a 
way back to the institution. 
They didn’t know Victoria and 
decided to hitch-hike. 

They were picked up by what 
turned out to be the driver of a 
stolen car, who took them to 
the Mill Bay area. When they 
stopped there, they got out in 
an effort to find out the way to 
William Head. Returning to 
the car, they found the driver 
had gone and RCMP were 


Charlie and Pete gave fic¬ 
titious names while McKay 
“just sat in the back of the 
car, shaking.” 

McAsey said McKay had 
been a model prisoner during 
his 6 '2 years of confinement, 
making progress in both his 
education and job training. He 
said Mckay could have been 
paroled in September but this 
incident might set that back 
four years. 

Ostler sentenced each to six 
months on each charge. The 


law requires that terms for 
being unlawfully at largemust 
be served before the accused 
resumes serving his original 
sentence so each of the three 
must do six months for that 
crime. 

The judge said the six-month 
terms of Charlie and Pete for 
possession will be in addition 
to their other time. But 
McKay’s term for possession 
will not be an extra because he 
was already serving a life 
sentence. 


Alderman sets 
election query 


Aid. Jean Butler’s can¬ 
didacy in Central Saanich's 
mayoralty byelection June 22 
has sparked speculation as to 
who w ill seek her aldermanic 
seat on council. 

Mrs. Butler said earlier this 
week she will be a mayoralty 
candidate and will also be 
seeking election to the 
municipality's seat on the 
Capital Region Board. 

Several Central Saanich 
sources forecast there will be 
a much better race for the 
aldermanic seat flan for the 
position of mayor in a 
municipality which has seen 
most of its mayors elected by 
acclamation. 

The sources also point out 
that former aldermen such as 
Ted Clayards and Percy 
Lazar and others in the area 
will find the thoughts of 
running lor alderman much 


more enticing than going for 
the mayor's position. 

The vacancy for mayor and 
the regional board chair was 
caused by the recent death of 
former mayor Archie 
Galbraith. 

Mrs. Butler said if she is 
elected she will be a full time 
mayor. She also said she is 
running for the regional board 
seat because she believes it 
very important that a mayor 
of a municipality be on the 
board as many decisions 
affecting a municipality are 
made at the regional level. 

She has been on council for 
nearly two and one half years 
and. since first being elected, 
has been chairman of the 
budget committee. She has 
served on other committees 
and also for the past 18 months 
has been council’s alternate 
representative on the regional 
board.

Two-mill cut 
in school tab 


A two-point drop in the 
education mill rate for 1974 
was approved this week by 
Saanich school board 

A rate of 31.54 mills, down 
from 33.36 mills last year, was 
set by the board after it ap¬ 
proved its final budget of $6.5 
million. 

Chairman Rubymay 
Parrott attributed the lower 
mill rate to a rise in 
assessments in the district, 
from $73.4 million last year to 
$93.5 million this year. 

She said the lower mill rate 
should offset the jump in 
assessments .juj ih at the 
average homeowner will pay 
about the same education tax 
as last year. 

Saanich School District has 
received $101,400 in special 
grants from the provincial 
government, enough to hire 
nine extra teachers in Sep¬ 
tember, Parrott said. 

The $21 million in grants 
awarded 69 B.C. school boards 
is aimed at lowering the pupil- 
teacher ratio as well as 
holding down local education 
mill rates.

Anxiety charges 
ignored in choice 

TEL AVIV — Yitzhak Rabin, 
commander of Israel’s armies in the 1967 
war and a former diplomat, is the Labor 
Party’s nominee to succeed Prime 
Minister Golda Meir. 

Rabin has had only one month’s formal 
experience in politics and, if he succeeds 
in President Ephraim Katzir’s request to 
form a new government, he will become 
the youngest prime minister in Israel’s 
history and the first to be born in the 
country. Rabin, a former ambassador to 
Washington, is 52. 

He survived an llth-hour attempt by his 
opponents to brand him as emotionally 
unfit for the job by winning 54 per cent of 
the votes cast by the Labor Party’s 614- 
member central committee. 

The only other nominee was Shimon 
Peres, information minister in Mrs. Meir’s 
caretaker government. 

In selecting Rabin, the central 
committee ignored charges that he had 
collapsed in a state of anxiety on the eve of 
the 1967 war with Egypt. 

Neither Mrs. Meir nor Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan attended the nomination 
meeting. Dayan, however, entered the hall 
briefly to vote and Mrs. Meir telephoned 
her congratulations to Rabin.

The New Democratic 
Party, its support for 
the minority Liberal 
government close to a 
breaking point, 
demanded a budget 
quickly.

BEIRUT — A Lebanese 
newspaper this week reports 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat narrowly escaped an 
assassination attempt last 
week. 

The paper says a gang of 
gunmen fired a hail of bullets 
at Sadat’s motorcade and at 
least 24 people were killed and 
a large number wounded in 
the ensuing battle with the 
president’s guards. 

The attempt took place on the 
same day as an attack on a 
Cairo military tactical college 
in which 11 were killed and 17 
wounded. 


PARIS—France could have 
a Communist-backed socialist 
as president next month if 
public opinion polls are 
correct. 

According to the polls, 57- 
year-old socialist leader 
Francois Mitterand is well 
ahead of his three right-wing 
rivals in the race to replace 
the late Georges Pompidou. 

The polls give Mitterand 43 


per cent of the vote compared 
with 25 per cent for Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing, 23 per cent 
for Jacques Chaban-Delmas 
and 5 per cent for Jean Royer. 

This represents an 
improvement of three per cent 
in the past week for Mitterand 
and puts him just seven 
percentage points short of the 
over-all majority needed for a 


first-round victory in the May 
5 elections. 

Under the French system, a 
candidate must obtain more 
than 50 per cent of the popular 
vote to be declared a winner. 
If he doesn't obtain it on a first 
vote, a second is. held two 
weeks later between top two 
candidates.

SEATTLE-The last of the 
topless go-go girls will be 
gone-gone from the Puget 
Sound area by May 3. 

King County council voted 
this week to prohibit topless 
dancing in establishments in 
unincorporated areas where 
alcoholic beverages are sold. 
The margin, however, was 
only 5-4 There are 11 such 
bistros in King County. 

The decision ended months 
of debate capped by a three- 
hour hearing that drew an 
overflow crowd. 

Leading the opponents were 
a number of parents and 
spokesmen from the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day 
Saints. They warned that 
topless dancing encouraged 


criminal elements and moral 
decadence 

One of the four church 
spokesmen, Howard Evans, 
said his church was “totally, 
absolutely and unequivocally 
against” topless dancing, 
bottomless dancing, 
pornography, illicit drugs and 
“anything else that does not 
conform to the high standard 
of our church.” 

Topless dancer Diane 
Tessier was the most eloquent 
speaker on behalf of her trade. 
Quoting from page 1441 of 
Edward Gibbons’ 
monumental Decline and Fall 
of the Roman Empire, Ms. 
Tessier cited several of the 
author’s conclusions as to why 
Rome declined. 


Blast caused 
by leaking gas 


NEW YORK-An 
accumulation of gas leaking in 
a 25-storey brick-and-steel 
office tower on Manhattan’s 
East Side is believed 
responsible for an explosion 
that injured at least 93 
persons. There were no 
deaths 

The blast occured at 7 a m. 
Monday and shook hundreds 
from their sleep. It brought 
down one wall of the building, 
blowing in windows and 
buckling doors in a luxury 
high-rise apartment next 
door. 

At least 36 persons, 
including children, were taken 
from the apartment bleeding 
from head and body cuts 
suffered when the windows 
blew in.Ten persons were hurt 


seriously enough to require 
hospital treatment and three 
were listed in critical 
condition. Eleven policemen 
were hurt in search and 
rescue operations. 


“Which is enough to make 
me believe that the downfall 
of Rome had nothing to do 
with the present-day go-go 
girl,” she added.

RAILWAYS 


OTTAWA—Legislation to 
remove railways from city 
core areas has been 
introduced in Commons by 
Urban Affairs Minister Ron 
Basford. 

The bill provides for federal 
expropriation, if needed, of 
railway rights-of-way, 
terminals and yards. A 
federal agency, the Canadian 
Transport Commission, would 
be able to order the relocation 
of a rail line within a city to 
make valuable land available 
for development. 

Basford said Vancouver, 
Winnipeg and Edmonton now 
are working on plans for such 


relocation to pave the way for 
redevelopment. Rail lines, 
terminals and yards would be 
moved outside cities where 
land is cheaper and more 
available. 

In Vancouver, the bill could 
affect the multi-million dollar 
redevelopment of False 
Creek’s north and south 
shores from an industrial area 
into housing and recreational 
areas; a proposed $80 million 
redevelopment by CP Rail of a 
Vancouver harbor section in 
an area stretching from 
Stanley Park to Main St., and 
a proposed $40 million Chinese 
cultural centre at the 
northeast end of False Creek.

Trade 
threat 
by U.S. 

TOKYO — B.C. Development 
Minister Gary Lauk says a 
trade program aimed at 
increasing sales of lumber to 
the Japanese is Lhreatened by 
U.S. log exports to Japan. 
The B.C. Council of Forest 
Industries (CFI) and the B.C. 
and Canadian governments 
are sharing the costs of a $1 
million program aimed at 
encouraging Japan to adopt 
Canadian lumber sizes and 
building methods. It includes 
the construction of three 
wood-frame houses worth 
$300,000 in downtown Tokyo. 
Lauk said he will ask CFI to 
reassess its Japan lumber 
marketing program and 
suggested CFI’s forecast of 
increased sales from the 
program is probably 
“over optimistic”. 

Another member of Premier 
Dave Barrett’s trade group 
said he thought B.C. had been 
“bamboozled" and that sales 
of Canadian lumber will rise 
only when the Americans cut 
off their log shipments.

Hustling Flyers 
punish Rangers 


New York Rangers know it 
now for sure—they’re again 
in playoff trouble. 

A club which has eliminated 
the defending Stanley Cup 
champions for three suc¬ 
cessive years but is without 
cup victory since 1940, the 
Rangers are finding the 
ambitious Philadelphia 
Flyers a bit much. 

Flyers, winner of the 
National Hockey League’s 
West Division title this season, 
Tuesday hustled the Rangers 
into submission for the second 
straight time, this time by 5-2, 
to take a 2-0 lead in the best-of- 
seven semi-final. 

In the other semi-final, 
which shifted from Boston to 
Chicago, the Black Hawks 
came from behind to move 
into a 2-1 series lead by 
besting Boston Bruins, 4-3, in 
overtime. 

Both series resume tonight 
with Canadian television 
coverage switching to the 
Boston-Chicago series, and 
the third game due on 
Channels 2 and 6 at 4:30 
Victoria time. 

Rangers and Flyers resume 
in New York, where the 
Flyers have beaten Rangers 
only once in seven seasons. 

Sticking with a forcing 
game, and again playing it 
well, which brought them a 4-0 
win in the series opener, the 
Flyers cashed in on the 
mistakes it brought to hold off 
the improved New Yorkers. 

Flyers, who were never 
behind, got a first-period 
power-play goal from Bobby 
Clarke, a hotly-disputed 
second-period goal credited to 
h!d Van Impe, and wound up in 
tbe third period with two 
storing shots by Ross Lon- 
sberry around a goal by Rick 
MacLeish. 

Lonsberry, a 27-year-old 
left-winger who had a 32-goal 
season, also figured on the 
sdorlng shots by Clarke and 
MacLeish to contribute a four- 
point game. His first goal, 
which boosted the Flyers to 3- 
1, came on a clean break, and 
his second was fired into an 
empty net with Rangers using 
an extra attacker for 
goalkeeper Ed Giacomin. 

Jack Egers, late in the 
second period to make it 1-2, 
and Brad Park, only 16 
seconds after Lonsberry’s 
first goal, made the scoring 
shots for the frustrated New 
Yorkers. 

Rangers, who looked much 
better than they did in the first 
game and came on par¬ 
ticularly well after losing the 
dispute over the 2-0 goal, 
couldn't quite cope with the 
hounding tactics of the 
determined Flyers. 

The first goal came after 
Dale Rolfe was caught holding 
Terry Crisp during a 
dangerous Philadelphia foray, 
and just after penalty-killer 
Bruce MacGregor had broken 
through on a fine play only to 
be foiled by Bernie Parent. 

Flyers immediately 
resumed their pressuring, and 
Clarke shoveled the puck in 
after Lonsberry had been 
stopped trying to convert the 
rebound on a shot taken by 
Tom Bladon. 

The goal Rangers, par¬ 
ticularly the irate Giacomin, 
maintained wasn’t, came 
after some standout penalty¬ 
killing by Crisp and Gary 
Dornhoefer. They hemmed 
the Rangers in their zone, and 
it blecame 2-0 when Van Impe, 
trying to do no more than keep 
the puck inside the New York 
blue line, backhanded the 
puck toward the goal. 

It hit Rod Selling’s stick, 
and the deflection caused 
Giacomin trouble. The puck 
hit him and flipped over his 
shoulder, and his claim was 
that he had turned in time to 
gain> possession before it 
crossed the goal line. 


The goal judge disagreed, 
and the referee accepted that 
opinion. 

Instead of getting 
discouraged. Rangers 
responded with their most 
sustained attack of the series. 
Flyers held them off, but just 
when it appeared they had 
blunted the rally. Jack Egers 
got a soft-looking shot past 
Parent. 

Rangers appeared all set to 
move in when Crisp drew a 
third-period penalty, but Park 
ventured too far into 
Philadelphia territory and 
Pete Stemkowski fell down 
while trying to accept a pass 
near the left point. The alert 
Lonsberry broke, and stayed 
clear and beat Giacomin with 
a backhand shot after drawing 
him down. 

Park got that one back 
immediately with a first- 
timer from the slot, but again 
the hustling of the Flyers paid 
off. Their forechecking got 
Rangers in trouble, and 
MacLeish took a passout from 
the left corner for a shot which 


brought results when it went 
in off Rolfe’s skates. 

Lonsberry completed tlie 
scoring when he checked the 
puck away near the New York 
blue line and found the open 
net with a quick shot. Rangers 
had taken Giacomin out in a 
desperation move although 
playing shorthanded. Flyer 
hustle having forced yet 
another penalty. 

Action was often on the 
hard-hitting side, but tempers 
were mostly kept under 
control after the first 20 
minutes, which brought fights 
between Jerry Butler and Bob 
Kelly and Stemkowski and 
Jim Watson, and enough 
minor penalt ies to add up to 40 
penalty minutes for the 
period. 

The game also produced a 
continuing duel between 
Rangers’ Walt Tkaczuk, who 
was knocked cold and put out 
of the first game less than two 
minutes after it started, and 
Bobby Clarke, who has been 
fingered as the culprit 
responsible for the sneak 
attack.

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Fame but no rest for Elder 


PENSACOLA. Fla. - Lee Elder, a high- 
school dropout, didn’t get much of a chance to 
unwind after his joyful victory in the Mon¬ 
santo Open that made him the first black 
golfer to become eligible to compete, in the 
famed Masters tournament. 

The one time cross-handed golf hustler 
holed an 18-foot birdie putt on the fourth 
playoff hole Sunday to defeat England’s Peter 
Oosterhuis to win the Monsanto Open. 

But more important than the first-place 
cheque of $30,045 was the fast victory enables 
Elder to become the first of his race eligible 
for the Masters. 

Elder says he’ll play in the 1975 Masters 
and Clifford Roberts, major domo of the 
Augusta, Ga., tournament of ten criticized 
and charged with racial bias, says Lee will 
get an invitation. 

“If there is any doubt in anyone’s mind,’’ 
said Elder, “I’m accepting (the Masters’ 
invitation) right now." 

It was estimated that the spot in the 
Masters, as the first black to play the Augusta 
National course, could be worth anywhere 
from $250,000 to $500,000 for Elder. 

For the moment, Elder wishes fame 
might give him some rest. He hasn’t had it 
since he returned to his Washington. D.C., 
home at 2:30 a.m. Monday. 

The telephone, which was ringing when 
he got home, never let up. Elder and his wife 
Rose put it on automatic recorder so they 


could get some sleep, but were awakened an 
hour and 45 minutes later when the phone 
resumed its ringing. 

“We took more than 50 calls off the 
recorder," said Rose, who also is officially 
listed as Lee’s business manager, “and 
another 50 off a private line. The calls (of 
congratulations) are coming in from all over 
the world." 

After the sleepness night came the 
newsmen and photographers, followed by 
radio and television crews. 

Rose and a brother-in-law rationed 
Elder’s time for interviews. 

"My mind is going 100 miles an hour but 
my body is relaxed," said Elder as he tried 
to be casual amid the hubub in his living 
room. 

Elder, two strokes behind Oosterhuis 
with two holes to play, forced the playoff by 
dropping a three-foot birdie putt on the 17th 
and a six-footer on the 18th. 

His closing 67 gave him a 10-under-par 274 
for 72 holes. Oosterhuis closed with a 69 and 
won $17,126 as the runner-up. 

A1 Geiberger, at 276, was third while Ray 
Floyd and Miller Barber followed at 278. 

Elder is not the first black to win a PGA 
event. Charles and Pete Brown both won tour 
events but their victories came before the 
Masters changed its rules of invitation to 
make all winners of tour titles eligible. 

The win climaxed a long up-hill battle for 


f 

the 40-year-old Elder who started as a golf 
hustler in the 1950s and spent several years on 
the black United Golf Association tour. 

It was while playing on the black circuit 
that he made a change from his unorthodox, 
cross-handed grip on the advice of Ray 
Mangram of Los Angeles. 

He shifted to the Vardon grip and, in 1966 
started thinking of going on the PGA tour. He 
won 18 of 21 UGA tournaments beginning in 
1966 but his biggest cheque was $1,000 with 
most of them $500. 

Despite the small purses he was able to 
put money in the bank and saved enough to 
convince the PGA that he had enough backing 
to qualify for the tour. 

He earned his playing rights in 1967 and 
joined the tour the following year. As a 34- 
year-old rookie he took Jack Nicklaus to five 
holes in a sudden-death playoff for the 
American Golf Classic title. 

In 1969, he finished second in the Mem¬ 
phis Open but he slumped in 1969. However, 
he got his game back together and in the next 
three years earned $49,933, $70,401 and 
$84,730. 

Last year when his best finish was second 
in the USI he placed in the top ten in eight 
tournaments. 

In addition to the spot in the Masters, his 
win also earned Elder a place in the up¬ 
coming Tournament of Champions in 
Carlsbad, Calif.

OTTAWA — After an ab¬ 
sence of six years and five of 
negotiating. Canada may be 
back in the world hockey 
championships. 

. . . And on Canada’s terms, 
it looks like we got what 
we wanted.’’ says Gordon 
Juckes, executive director of 
the Canadian Amateur 
Hockey Association. It was a 
reference to the fact Canada 
may be allowed to use some 
professionals on “national” 
teams. 

Juckes made the disclosure 
after returning this week from 
Helsinki and meetings with 
international officials. He was 
accompanied to Finland by 
Doug Fisher, a columnist and 
former MP, and Lou I^efaive, 
president designate of the 
federal administration for 
sports and recreation. 

Canada pulled out of in¬ 
ternational amateur hockey in 
1969 after Hockey Canada 
failed to win approval for 
using professional players on 
its national team. 

“The majority of European 
countries, if not all of them, 
favor an open competition . . . 
as long as it doesn't hurt the 
amateur status of amateur 
players." said Juckes. 

Canadian proposals for open 
competition had been hin¬ 
dered. until now, by Olympic 
mles that disqualify amateur 
players from Olympic Games 
if they play against pros.

Delegates to the 18th annual B.C. Wildlife Association 
convention in Nanaimo next week will be asked by their board of 
directors to reconsider a resolution which was shelved at the 
last get-together. 

Gibsons Wildlife Club asks that the federation endorse and 
support a campaign to set up a trial area for intensive- 
management of wildlife based on the European system. They 
further request that the area be located in the Purcell Range 
west of Columbia Lake, which has "already been studied and 
recommended by well-qualified persons, including the outfitter 
in whose area it is situated." 

Part of the supporting brief deals with the reaction this 
resolution provoked at the 1973 convention. 

"Most assumed that the plan called for every aspect to be 
identical to actual European practices or fancied European 
practices. Emotional statements were made about shooting 
tame animals at feeding troughs, about having a game keeper 
at each hunter’s elbow, about denying a poor man an 
opportunity to hunt, etc., etc.” 

Again, this boils down to a question of ethics and 
responsibility. 

By supporting this resolution, hunters would be able to get 
in on the ground floor of developing such a scheme while reaping 
the additional benefits of publicly doing something constructive 
toward enhancing game populations. 

It isn’t a do-or-die proposition. 

"It is an opportunity to utilize one small area of B.C. for a 
trial or demonstration area to experiment with methods and 
practices to enhance hunting for all and to maintain vigorous 
herds of elk where there is now practically nothing," the brief 

says. 

Nobody will be forced to hunt in the area and only those who 
hunt the area will finance the plan 

“If we ignore the lessons that can be learned from the 
successes and failures of others, we are foolish indeed and 
deserve the consequences. 

“Now that it is federation policy, ‘that a suitable area be 
designated as an intensive game management area,’ it is only 
logical that we get behind this idea and ask for an immediate 
study and start on it. Further delay can gain us nothing but 
added difficulties and expense We will never have a better 
opportunity to do something constructive, something 
demonstrably beneficial for wildlife, to help allay the heavy and 
growing criticism of hunting and hunters, " the brief adds 

Recreation and conservation minister Jack Radford has 
already voiced support for this type of concept and it would be 
better for sportsmen to grab the initiative and be in on the 
planning than accepting whatever is handed down if such a plan 
is ever implemented. 

And it seems increasingly inevitable such a move is 
necessary. 

Other resolutions to be tabled at the convention ask for a 
spring grouse season for archers; better access; phasing out 
alien hunting in the more populated regions of the province; 
upgrading hunter training and environmental education; 
instituting a quota system for cougar guides; provision for 
mitigation payments by environmental abusers; better detail 
on maps accompanying hunting regulations; tighter controls on 
all-terrain vehicles; confiscation of aircraft used in “spotting" 
game animals; institution of plain clothes conservation 
officers; further fly-fishing only reserves; setting up of trophy 
fish reserves; elimination of winter fishing in smaller lakes and 
streams; further examination of herring fishery-sports fishing 
question; elimination of salmon size restrictions; additional 
game refuges, legislation making environmental impact 
studies a first priority; limiting land purchases to Canadian 
citizens; protection of trail systems and many others.

A 32-year-old Duncan area 
resident originally charged 
with criminally negligent 
driving after a Saanich in¬ 
cident last Nov. 10 pleaded 
guilty this week in Victoria 
provincial court to a charge of 
dangerous driving and was 
fined $400. 

After the guilty plea from 
Gary Hunter Elliott was 
accepted, Judge William 
Ostler heard these facts from 
prosecutor Peter Birkett and 
defender Rory Morahan: 

Elliott had just left a dif¬ 
ficult domestic situation when 


a Saanich police car stopped 
his car at about 6:30 a.m. Nov. 
10 on McKenzie near Saanich. 
The policemen searched his 
car and, as they finished, a 
second police vehicle arrived 
and its officers wanted a 
second search. 

Elliott locked himself in his 
car and drove off, first at 30 
miles an hour and later at 
more than 80 miles an hour. 

The two Saanich cars stayed 
close, one of them going more 
than 100 miles an hour in an 
unsuccessful attempt to 
overtake Elliott, whose car 


went through several red 
lights. 

The chase lasted about 
three miles until Victoria 
police stopped Elliott at 
Pandora and Quadra. Later, 
he told officers that he “just 
wanted to be left alone.’’ 


William Paul Murray, 26, of 
1900 Douglas, will be sen¬ 
tenced Friday for possession 
Monday in Victoria of a $125 
leather coat which he knew 
was stolen from Dorman’s, 
1328 Douglas.

Prosecutor Birkett said 
Murray was wearing a second 
coat and carrying a third 
when police stopped two men 
near Dorman’s for 
questioning soon after the 
theft. Both men ran and 
Murray was caught in the 600- 
block Johnson while the other 
got away.

Senior citzens project 

Housing loan set 


Glad Tidings Pentecostal 
Church will build a $1,078,000 
senior citizens housing unit on 
property adjoining the church 
on the north side of North 
Park Street. 

Building chairman Bob 
Fleming announced Tuesday 
that he had received a 
telegram from Urban Affairs 
Minister Ron Basford ap¬ 
proving the 100 per cent CMH- 
C loan. He later had a phone 
call from Victoria MP Allan 


McKinnon with the same 
news. 

The building will contain 61 
one-bedroom suites and six 
bachelor suites, to rent for 
$120 and $100 a month. Offices 
will be built at street level to 
provide revenue for the 
building. Sod will be turned 
May 12 and occupancy is 
planned for early next year. 

Demolition of four old 
houses immediately west of 
the church will begin soon to 


make way for construction. 

The church’s Bethany Court 
Housing Society has planned 
the project and will manage 
the building. 

The three-storey frame 
structure wil! be built of 
native materials — masonry, 
wood and brick — to obviate 
possible delays on slow 
delivery of steel, Fleming 
said. 

The whole concept of the 
project is to take care of 


senior citizens in “the grey 
area," he said. “People who 
are disqualified for par¬ 
ticipation in the government’s 
limited-income housing 
because they have a few extra 
dollars will be able to rent 
from us.” 

The site is within walking 
distance of the downtown 
area. 

The church will supply 
draperies and some equip¬ 
ment. Building consultant is 
Ted Bowers Ltd. of Victoria. 


Rehabilitation preferable 
to extended care — doctor 


Extended rehabilitation of 
chronic patients is preferable 
to extended care, Dr. Vincent 
Smith told a workshop in St. 
Mary's Priory Monday. 

Smith, medical co-ordinator 
of Mt. Tolmie Hospital for 
extended care, was speaking 
to about 65 social workers, 
nurles. nurses’ aides, 
ph^ybtherapitfts' and others 4 
who-work in extended care 
hospitals. 

The all-day workshop was 
sponsored by Juan de Fuca 
Hospital Society. 

Smith said that, while great 
strides had been made since 
the days when patients were 
crowded into quarters too 
small for their numbers, there 
still is a long way to go. 

One vast area for ex¬ 
ploration is the patients’ days 
from 6 p.m. till 8 a m., he said. 
While there are all sorts of 
things designed to fill the 
days, “night time is a fear¬ 
some time," for people who 
are usually stiff in the joints 
and can’t sleep well. 

“The progress of the day is 
wiped out by the dark of 
night," he said. 

He suggested all-night 
coffee and doughnut rooms or 
rooms where patients could 
play recorded music or just 
think 

Many old people become 
senile through lack of 
challenge or motivation, 
Smith said. 


He praised the work of Mrs. 
Vera Mclver, director of 
hospital services for the 
society. 

Mrs. Mclver, before 
presenting a skit which 
demonstrated the kinds of 
mistakes made by staff 
members in extended-care 
hospitals, said that too often 
“we create our own 
vegetation." 

Then, when a person 
becomes a patient in an ex¬ 
tended-care hospital, there is 
a tendency for the medical 
staff, without really listening 
to the patient, to bestow the 
label of senility. 

“Unfortunately, this label 
stays,” said Mrs. Mclver, and 
the patient is stuck with it 
ever after. 

The skit, acted out by staff 
members, showed how not to 
treat a patient. The message 
was to treat the patient as a 
whole person and not just as a 
body forced taconform to the 
regulations and routine of the 
hospital with no thoughts for 
feelings or dignity. 

Earlier in the workshop 
John Phillips, provincial 
architect consultant, gave 
some personal observations 
on building site con¬ 
siderations. 

He advocates continuing- 
care beds for extended-care 
hospitals because of the 
physical and mental suffering 
when a patient improves 


enough to “graduate” from an 
extended-care unit and is 
moved to “other remote 
surroundings." 

This is intolerable, he said, 
sometimes resulting in 
“death, rapid decline, ad¬ 
mittance to emergency 
departments or acute 
hospitals. 

“The aim should be that it a 
patient is no longer eligible for 
one level of care (e.g. ex¬ 
tended care) the most 
traumatic transfer should be 
that of moving him down the 
corridor, where he may see 
the same faces, the same 
lounge and dining room, the 
same tree outside.” 

If possible the move should 


be reduced to the movement 
of a sign on his chart which 
changes his category but not 
his location. 

It is better to keep extended- 
care patients in their own 
neighborhoods than to move 
them to the country in 
beautiful surroundings where 
they don’t feel at home, 
Phillips said. 

Other speakers were Dr. 
Loren Acker, of the 
psychology department of the 
University of Victoria, who 
gave a talk on behavior of 
staff as reflected on residents; 
and Dr. Rey Carr of the UVic 
education department who 
spoke on non-verbal com¬ 
munication.

Gold panning art 
subject of course 


is surprising even to Young, 
as people enroll at the store in 
his course. 

“Nobody usually cares 
about panning for gold at first. 
It’s when they see that first 
easily identified square of 
gold at the bottom of a pan 
that they get hooked,” ex¬ 
plains the slightly framed, 
Vancouver-born prospector 
whose eyes speak of steel 
persistence. 

Hesitant to mention the ups 
and downs of his career, he 
states simply that his uncle 
introduced him to the 
prospector’s way of life when 
gold rush days were a reality, 
and ‘‘I’ve been a gold-getter 
since age 10.” 

To get back to his course, 
however, and his conversation 
repeatedly gets back to that: 
“panning for gold is 
something anyone can do. So 
it’s rewarding to see a family 
out in the stream getting 
excited over the tiniest gold 
speck." 

Back up that statement with 
a few sparsely described bits 
of old-time prospector 
rationale and his concern 
about amateurs begins to pan 
out. 

“We know that ore deposits 
are a freak of nature. I always 
believed there was a gold 
mine over the next hill. But we 
tend to get cynical after 
looking over so many hills. 

“We say to ourselves, ‘I’ve 
been at this for so many years, 
experience must have taught 
me something’ and then we 
wend to look only where ex¬ 
perience has shown us the big 
break should be. 

“When you're just starting 
out though, you'll bust open 
every rock and look 
everywhere lor the nugget 
that indicates a big find. And 
it's the young guys that are 
making the big finds these 
days. 

Assisted this week by for¬ 
mer prospector Larence 
Vezina from the Goldstream 
area, ‘‘as good a name as any 
for a prospector to live," — 
Young advises the amateur 
never to pass up any stream 
when searching for panning 
success. 

His course, previously of¬ 
fered in the Alberni area, 
costs $20 per family and in¬ 
cludes a lecture Friday in the 
downstairs restaurant at the 
Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce building Saturday 
and Sunday the practicalities 
of gold panning will be 
exhibited in the field. 

“I’ll show them the live 
most common minerals in the 
province and how to identify 
them, demonstrate how the 
gold dredge works and show 
’em the most likely places. 
And that's enough to get them 
started." 


Panning Young's specialty 


When former B.C. 
prospector Robert Young says 
he teaches the art of panning 
for gold because he enjoys the 
enthusiasm of amateurs, he 
means it. 

In his family-oriented 
course scheduled for this 
weekend, Young, from Port

Developer wins battle 


Developer Peter Margetts 
has won a four-month battle to 
build a condominium at the 
corner of Oak Bay and Yale 
but it’s going to cost him a lot 
more than he planned.

Oak Bay council approved 
the project in principle this 
week but it was a watered- 
down victory for Margetts. 

Originally, Margetts 
wanted permmission to build 
a frame building with surface 
parking, withstanding several 
attempts by individual 
aldermen to have Margetts 
conform to the present zoning, 
which is for rental apart¬ 
ments. 

This week’s council meeting 
sparked some lively interplay 
between Aid. Doug Watts and 
Aid. Doug McLelland. Watts 
supported Margetts in his 
claim that providing un¬ 
derground parking would kill 
the whole project. 


McLelland contended there 
was a greater need for rental 
apartments than con¬ 
dominiums. People who 
wanted to live in Oak Bay but 
were unable to put down large 
down payments of cash should 
be given that chance—through 
rental apartments—he 
argued. 

Watts insisted that council 


should give leadership in 
providing accommodation. 

“Leadership, in what 
direction?,” parried 
McLelland. 

Both had to alter their stand 
before the issue was settled 
and council voted 
unanimously to allow 
Margetts to go ahead, 
providing the building was of 


non-combustible materials 
and all the requirements of 
the municipality’s con¬ 
dominium bylaw were met. 

Watts changed his stand and 
voted with the others that 
Margetts will be required to 
put in underground parking, 
which he claims will cost 
another extra $200,000. 

After making his stand on 


apartments, McLelland also 
gave assent to the con¬ 
dominium project, insisting, 
however, that Margetts must 
meet all requirements, in¬ 
cluding those on parking. 

“Let’s have 50 per cent 
quality," he said. 

Aid. Harry Graham 
agreed—“Why not make them 
go the whole hog.”

Hospital wracked

Promised pubs 
don't materialize 


Neighborhood pubs, promised by new legislation a year ago, 
have still not materialized in B.C. despite the more than 400 
applications received by the Liquor Board since last spring. 

A spokesman for the board said all applications for pubs 
have been filed pending announcement of licence regulations. 

Legislation passed at the spring session last year set up a 
new type of liquor licence called a “general licence" which will 
be the category under which neighborhood pubs will fall. 

But before licences can be granted, regulations outlining 
operation of the facilities must be passed by cabinet. 

Attorney-General Alex Macdonald said this week the 
regulations, drawn up by the new Liquor Board, are on his desk 
waiting to go through cabinet. 

Macdonald said he is anxious to get them passed but other 
business has taken precedence over the regulations. 

The 400 applications for pubs have come from all over B.C. 
including Victoria but Liquor Board spokesman said they have 
no breakdown of the number of applications for each 
community. 


medical complex governed by 
a 15-man superboard. 

Under this scheme, reports 
Saunders, bitterly “the in¬ 
stitution known to us as 
Victoria General hospital 
would become a group of 
wards, a part of the new 
Regional Medical Complex.” 

Saunders says that although 
his board was warned of the 
new regional blueprint — 
which he scathingly terms 
“this ploy” — requests for a 
hearing were ignored and 
official letters were 
“frequently not even 
acknowledged as received, let 
alone answered.” 

“We are in fact, pawns in 
the hand of a regional bureau 
and can only hope that their 
proposal is not palatable to the 
Minister (Health Minister 
Dennis Cocke). 

“That more co-ordination 
between regional hospitals is 
necessary, we do not question, 
and such co-ordination should 
have come from a fully in¬ 
formed Regional (Hospital) 
Board. 

"They have obviously failed 
in this respect and now 
propose a monstrous top- 
heavy organization, 
destroying the entity of the 
existing hospitals with their 
close relationships to the now 



regional medical complex 
governed by a 15-man 
superboard as “idealistic” 
and “impractical.” 

“It’s like the Foulkes report 
(on health care in B.C.). It’s 
an excellent report but im¬ 
practical.” 

Cumming, who heads a 
citizens’ group promoting 
Saanich Peninsula hospital 
facilities, said the regional 
hospital board's decision to 
go-ahead with building acute- 
care beds at the new Saanich 
Peninsula Hospital on Mount 
Newton Crossroad did not yet 
represent a “victory” for the 
local community. 

“I won’t feel there is a 
victory until construction is 
started," said Cumming.

She told Vanton the site was 
in the middle of four lots on 
Oak Bay and four behind that 
were all zoned for apart¬ 
ments. If zoning for the site 
was changed to commercial it 
would prevent the building of 
apartments on the remaining 
sites because of lack of space.

Industrial inquiry com¬ 
missions have proved an 
acceptable and successful 
new method of solving labor 
disputes in B.C\, Labor 
Minister Bill King told the 
legislature this week. 

In a statement opening 
debate of his departmental 
spending estimates, King said 
the commissions have been 
“very acceptable” to both 
trade unions and management 
groups in B.C. 

The commissions, officially 
constituted in the new labor 
code passed last fall, have 
also found “a pretty good 


degree of success” in solving 
labor disputes, he said. 

Since the NDP came to 
office, he said, 12 to 14 com¬ 
missions have been set up 
compared with only a couple 
under the Social Credit 
government. 

Commissioners are given 15 
days to investigate a dispute 
and produce binding or non¬ 
binding recommendations to 
solve the dispute. 

He took the opportunity to 
announce the settlement of the 
registered nurses dispute by 
industrial inquiry com¬ 
missioner Clive McKee, and 
said only the five-month old

restricted 


National air service 
remained severely restricted 
Tuesday as it appeared that 
airport and defence depart¬ 
ment firemen were rejecting a 
wage offer from the Treasury 
Board. 

Unofficial results showed 
that the proposed settlement 
was being rejected by 
firefighters in Victoria. 
Vancouver, Toronto, Halifax, 
Montreal. Edmonton and 
Winnipeg, and the prospects 
were for a continuation of the 
two-week-old disruption 'ftf 
service. 

The position of the 
firefighters remains the same 
as it was two weeks ago. 
according to Vancouver 
firefighters’ spokesman Don 
Duthie. 

“We are prepared to stay in 
study sessions.” he said, “and 
indications are that the men 
feel the same way in other 
centres." 

He said the firemen would 
still like to have a mediator 
appointed to deal with the 
dispute, which is essentially 
an effort by firemen to reach 
wage parity with municipal 
firemen. 

The Public Service Alliance 
ol Canada, which bargains for 
the firemen, had tentatively 
accepted a settlement which 
would have raised wages from 
$9,000 to $12,030 by June 1970, 
and had asked for the 
ratification vote. 

Western firemen countered 
with a suggestion that the 
$12,030 figure should be ap¬ 
plicable immediately, with a 
further $500 increase before 
the end of the year. 

They have also suggested 
three possible mediators for 
the dispute -— B.C. Labor 
Minister Bill King. Teamsters 
Union leader Ed Lawson, or 
industrial relations expert Dr. 
Noel Hall — but that 
suggestion was turned down 
by the PS AC. 

Meanwhile. Air Canada 
announced it has laid off more 
than 4,800 employees, out of 
the regular staff of about 
20,000, because of flight 
cancellations caused by the 
firefighters’ refusal to work. 

All large size planes were 
grounded, although some 
airports are operating on a 
restricted basis with super¬ 
visors manning the lirehall.

King discussed the various 
branches within his depart¬ 
ment and described their 
functions and the reasons 
behind a nearly $6 million 
increase in his departmental 
budget, from $8.7 million in 
1973 to $14.4 million this year. 

Financial assistance has 
been given industries which 
hire full-time arbitrators, he 
said, and the “money is well- 
spent.” 

Full-time arbitrators, 
agreed on by both labor and 
management, will give 
grievance procedures a much 
greater chance to succeed, he 
said, and vastly improve 
industrial relations. 

The new manpower 
development branch has 
caused a significant increase 
in the labor budget, said King, 
and will hopefully end the 
practice of filling new skilled 
jobs with immigrants from 
outside B.C. 

The branch checks special 
skill needs in the province and 
is responsible for developing 
training courses to handle 
those industrial needs. 

King said the budget for 
industrial relations officers 
has been constantly in¬ 
creasing because the 
department hopes to take a 
more active role in education, 
away from the purely policing 
and punitive approach 
previously taken. 

The branch, which is con¬ 
stituted to ensure industrial 
regulations are adhered to, 
received 48,893 calls last year, 
said King. 

A backlog of 1,800 elevator 
inspections and an extremely 
low percentage of factory 

inspections require new 
factory’ inspectors and more 
elevator inspectors as well, he 
said. 



New way 
to claim 


In an effort to streamline 
the province’s court 

procedures, small claims 
actions are no longer to lx? 
handled by county courts. 

Legislation introduced this 
week by Attorney-General 
Alex Macdonald specifies that 
all small claims matters be 
dealt with by the court 
system’s small claims 
division. 

In the past, county courts 
have been plugged up by 
small claims actions. 

The County Courts 
Amendment Act also tries fo 
dispense with outdated terms 
by proposing to change the 
word “concubine” to 
“common law spouse.” 

The monetary jurisdiction 
of county courts is to be in¬ 
creased from $3,000 to $10,000. 

Another piece of legislation, 
the Interpretation Act. also 
introduced this week, contains 
a clause which says all 
statutes shall apply to the 
Crown unless specifically 
stated otherwise by 
legislation. 

Macdonald said outside the 
house that the current 
practice was to exclude the 


Crown from all statutes unless 
legislation says the contrary. 

He added this was one more 
move to make the government 
accountable to the public.

POSTAL DISPUTE 


Cautious optimism 


Hoping for the best, but 
preparing for the worst, was 
the way it looked on the postal 
scene late Tuesday. 

In Ottawa, postal workers 
seemed close to settlement as 
talks continued under federal 
mediator Eric Taylor, and 
strikers were standing by 
ready for a return to work. 

Meanwhile, government 
agencies were preparing 
contingency plans to deal with 
cheques due for delivery. 

Unemployment insurance 
cheques will be available for 
pick-up at the Victoria office, 
and Workmen’s Com¬ 

pensation Board cheques can 
fx> collected at local offices or 
other government offices. 

Contingency plans for 
distribution of mincome, 
handicapped and social 

assistance cheques during the 
postal strike have been 
arranged by the provincial 
government. 

The provincial postal 

branch will use government 
aircraft and other forms of 
transportation to deliver the 
cheques to local jurisdictions. 

District and municipal 
government offices will sort 
the cheques and arrange 
times and places for them to 
be picked up by recipients. 

Other arrangements for 
direct delivery will be made 
for those recipients unable to 
pick up the cheques them¬ 
selves. 

Radio and newspaper ad¬ 
vertising will advise the 
public of local plans. 


Provincial Secretary Ernie 
Hall announced the 
distribution scheme to the 
legislature Tuesday and said 
he had worked with Human 
Resources Minister Norm 
Levi and Transport Minister 
Bob Strachan to arrange the 
system. 

Special arrangements will 
also be made for B.C. 
residents who suffer undue 
financial hardship because of 
the mail strike, said Hall, and 
the human resources 
department is preparing for 
such emergency situations. 

Hall said the distribution 
scheme will be a costly one 
but the province will make 
"every effort to see that all 
recipients of cheques issued 
by the B.C. government 
receive then with the least 
possible disruption or in¬ 
convenience." 

Striking postal workers in 
Vancouver had offered to sort 
and deliver all social 
assistance cheques piled up by 
the national strike but the 
offer was rejected by the post 
office. 

The cheques would have 
included family allowances, 
old age pensions, welfare, 
veteran’s allowances — in fact 
anything of a social nature 
from the government. 

The offer was rejected by R. 
F. Reid, district director of 
the post office for B.C. and the 
Yukon, who said post office 
policy was to make no special 
arrangements until all em¬ 
ployees report for work. 


Income tax refunds are held 
up with the strike, but on the 
plus side is the announcement 
that there will be no penalty 
for returns received late 
because of the strike. 

There were some signs that 
membership support of the 
Council of Unions appeared to 
be failing, as the postal 
workers fought for mid¬ 
contract wage increases, as 
well as changes in job 
classifications to cope with 
automation. 

It was reported that Sarnia, 
Ont. mail sorters were back at 
work as a “sign of good faith”, 
and that Halifax letter 
carriers were crossing picket 
lines. In Montreal and Quebec 
letter carriers respected 
picket lines where they found 
them, but otherwise went to 
work. 

In Vancouver and Victoria, 
however, the letter carriers 
stood firm in their un¬ 
dertaking to remain off work 
in support of the mail sorters. 

Victoria postal union 
president Stan Darlington, 
said the federal government 
had been wise to opt for 
mediation, instead of staying 
with the hard line it had taken 
originally. 

“I’m hopeful that these 
talks will result in a set¬ 
tlement very shortly,” he 
said.

Ikons are not worshipped, 
he said, but honored. “When 
we kiss an ikon, we arc- 
honoring the person it 
represents. It is a symbol of 
spirituality.” 

An ikon can be a source of 
grace, he added. The painter 
should be an orthodox believer 
and receive holy communion 
regularly. Usually depicted 
arc Christ and events in his 
life, saints and events in 
history. 

A native of Dartmouth, he 
graduated in medicine from 
Dalhousie University in 1962 
and practised in Port aux 
Basques, Nfld., for two years- 
before hanging out his shingle 
in Surrey. 

He met his wife after he had 
moved West. 

He calls himself an 
ikonodule, the last two 
syllables of which come from 
the Greek verb to honor.

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Forestry: industry of uncertainty 


Doubts and fears of an 
uncertain future are plaguing 
the B.C. forest industry, 
judging frbm the results of a 
symposium on forestry held in 
Victoria Monday. 

About 120 representatives 
from the forest industry, 
labor, environmental groups 
and municipal government, 
attended the one-day sym¬ 
posium sponsored by B.C. 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The objective was to submit 
the forest industry to a close 
examination and to determine 
its future. 

The problems were all 
familiar. Forestry officials 
cited market instability, labor 
troubles, government in¬ 
terference and taxation 
problems. 

Environmentalists charged 
that the forest industry wasn’t 
paying any attention to its 


detrimental effects on other 
resources. 

Labor representatives 
complained about the in¬ 
dustry’s lack of interest in the 
workers, and municipal 
government officials said they 
didn’t get a proper return in 
taxation from the industry. 

They all agreed on one point 
only — the future is uncertain. 

Gordon Braeseke, president 
of the Council of Forest In¬ 
dustries of B.C., told the 
audience that the forest in¬ 
dustry in B.C. is working 
under severe handicaps, 
compared with its coun¬ 
terparts in the U.S. Pacific 
Northwest. 

Investments costs in B.C., 
Draeseke said, are higher. 
Operating costs and taxation 
levels, he added, also exceed 
those in the U.S. 

Les Reed, president of Reed 


and Associates Ltd., a firm of 
consulting engineers, stressed 
the importance of the forest 
industry in B.C.’s economy. 

Aside from direct benefits, 
such as employment of about 
nine per cent of the province’s 
total labor force, an estimated 
78,000 persons, there was the 
impact of the forest industry 
on the remainder of the labor 
force. 

For each job in the forest 
industry, Reed said, there was 
another job related to it. 

Don King, vice-president of 
Eacom Timber Sales Ltd., 
painted a rosy picture for the 
forest industry on one hand, 
warning of uncertainties on 
the other. 

Future prospects, King 
said, must be viewed with “a 
considerable degree of op¬ 
timism,” but he added that 
deterrent to future growth 


would undoubtedly come from 
‘‘our own economy.” 

King also warned that 
B.C.’s traditional lumber 
markets might someday be 
invaded by Russia Before this 
would happen, he said, Russia 
would first have to make huge 
investments in its Siberian 
regions, the only part that has 
virtually unlimited timber 
resources, but is largely 
inaccessible. 

A completely different note 
was introduced by R. A. 
Green, an alderman from 
Terrace, B.C. 

Green accused forest 
companies of not offering 
better conditions to its 
workers. The turnover of the 
labor force, he said, was 
never-ending. 

Companies, Green said, 
have a responsibility to in¬ 


crease the amenities of life for 
its workers, especially in the 
northern regions of the 
province. 

He also emphasized that 
municipalities which rely 
solely on logging industries 
don’t get a fair tax revenue, 
compared with towns that 
have a pulp mill industry. 

He called on the provincial 
government to introduce 
legislation enabling 


Free enterprise, socialism 
clash during symposium 


While forestry officials tried 
to grope with their industry’s 
problems at a one-day sym¬ 
posium Monday in Victoria, 
the forces that will determine 
the fate of B.C.’s forest in¬ 
dustry in the future were 
exposed to them almost 
inadvertently. 

They spelled Socialism 
versus free enterprise and the 
two people bringing home the 
message were Bill Bennett, 
leader of the official Social 
Credit opposition, and Robert 
Skelly, NDP government 
backbencher, but also a 
strong critic of such B.C. 
forest giants as MacMillan 
Bleodel and B.C. Forest 
Products Ltd. 

Both gave a brief talk 
outlining to the symposium 
the views and aspirations of 
their parties. 

Skelly told the audience 


bluntly that the government 
will go to any length to assure 
a maximum return from the 
province’s forest industry for 
all the people in B.C. 

Bennett, on the other hand, 
used the opportunity to inform 
forestry officials that the 
Social Credit party will do 
anything to destroy that 
government. 

The terms he used to 
describe the NDP and its 
policies ranged all the way 
from “creeping socialism” to 
‘‘victimization of private 
enterprise." 

He told the forest industry to 
“speak up now — your days 
are numbered.” Government 
intervention, Bennett said, 
will retard the forest in¬ 
dustry’s growth, create in¬ 
stability and decrease the 
work force. 

Bennett accused Resources 


Minister Bob Williams of 
ruling his department by 
ideology, rather than sound 
business principle. 

Skelly. on the other hand, 
told the audience that the 
NDP government was 
representing the “90.2 per 
cent” of British Columbians 
who don't own shares in some 
large corporation. 

Responding to earlier 
criticism, Skelly assured the 
meeting that small, in¬ 
dependent lumber mills can 
survive if they decide to go 
into partnership with the 
provincial government. 

He added that the small 
operators would have to give 
up some of their fierce “free 
enterprise attitudes.” 

The independent operator’s 
real enemy, Skelly said, 
wasn’t the government, but 
the large multi-national

municipalities to collect some 
of the stumpage fees now 
going exclusively to the 
provincial government. 

An outright condemnation 
of the forest industry was 
made by Ed Mankelow. 
president of B.C. Wildlife 
Federation. 

Mankelow indicted the 
forest industry for being 
shortsighted in terms of en¬ 
vironmental considerations. 


He sumrrted up his feelings 
on the subject by saying that a 
fishing trip made by some 
B.C. resident has value in 
more than just an esthetic 
way. 

“A man who spent his 
weekend fishing in a beautiful 
area is more productive on 
Monday morning that the man 
who was relegated to spending 
his weekend in a beer parlor,” 
Mankelo.w said. 


Other speakers pointed out 
the importance of B.C.’s 
forest industry in relation to 
the province’s secondary 
industry. 

Richard Lane, president of 
Finning Tractor and 
Equipment Company, told the 
meeting his firm's sales 
totalled $148 million last year. 
More than half of that, he said, 
was derived from business 
with forestry companies. 


companies. Together with the 
government, he said, small 
operators could compete 
effectively with the industrial 
giants. 

He also dismissed hints by 
the industry that they would 
leave B.C. if government 
intervention continues. 

Every time the government 
makes a move, Skelly said, 
the industry responded with 
“veiled threats” to leave the 
province. In reality, he added, 
no company in its right mind 
would leave a lucrative field 
such as B.C. and settle in 
another country where ap¬ 
parent advantages would be 
outweighed by other un¬ 
certainties. 

Skelly’s speech was greeted 
with icy silence while Ben¬ 
nett’s talk was frequently 
interrupted by approving 
laughter and applause.

“Sooner or later population 
will outstrip food production,” 
he said. “On top of that our 
fossil fuels and mineral 
resources are dwindling. Our 
economy is based on waste.”

They will operate as cells in 
various areas of the Saanich 
Peninsula, passing in¬ 
formation to each other and 
encouraging others to take up 
organic gardening.

DOLLS! 


From the nurseries of the past 

these odds and ends 

will interest nostalgia-seekers 


I’d rather have a paper-doll 
that I can call my own than 
have a fickle-minded real live 
girl. 

At least that’s how the Mills 
Brothers — yes, they’re still 
alive and well — saw it in the 
'40s. 

These days, of course, the 
hard-boiled “doH" of the 
modern liberated lyric (a 
creature neither particularly 
fickle nor paper-weight) 
would be enough to make the 
sober paper doll of old curl up 
at her frilly little edges. 

Nevertheless, serious 
students of nostalgia — and 
there seems to be a lot of them 
around — could do worse than 
take a look at a presentation of 
dolls through the ages at the 
Provincial Museum. 

It’s organized by (forgive 
the name) the Victoria 
Dollology Club. 


There in Grand Hotel — 
along from the CPR station 
and city garage — the 
nostalgia-seeker can gaze at 
the staring-serious eyes of 
dolls dressed in the fashions of 
the time and the way we once 
were. 

The dolls (ranging from the 
1850s to the 1950s) are mostly 
displayed in glass cabinets 
alongside toys, teddy-bears, 
golly-wogs and other 
paraphenalia of child’s 
bedroom or nursery. 

Almost more than the dolls 
themselves, it is these odds- 
and ends and assorted 
children’s literature that 
typify most obviously the 
social life of the day — from 
the Dolly Dingle Postcard 
Pictures of the Edwardian era 
to the annuals and the toy-TVs 
of the ’40s and ’50s. 


What stares out of the glass 
is not so much the children’s 
view of life at the time but the 
prevailing adult vision and 
childhood. 

Take, for example, the 
curious mixture of cruelty and 
dripping naivete in one 
starkly-etched “dolly card:” 

Dollie “Dicky has had an 
Acident Granny-Ma.” 

Granny-Ma: “What is it 
Darling?” 

Dollie: "Kitty-Puss Ate 
Him.” 


Luckily, the cat didn’t often 
get off with the doll as is 
shown by the success of the 
Shirley Temple doll (included 
in the Provincial Museum 
exhibition) that was modelled 
on the child fil star. 

A realistic mirror of the 
cute but precocious American 
little-gal image of the ’30s, the 
doll, first manufactured in 
1934, is reported to have 
spawned 1.5 million copies 
and won more than $200,000 in 
royalties for Miss Temple.

WASHINGTON Heavy use 
of marijuana can have a 
depressing effect on a man’s 
sexual ability, in some cases 
leading to sterility, medical 
scientists report. 

The marijuana reduces a 
man's sex hormones and 
production of sperm, ac¬ 
cording to research done at 
the Reproductive Biology 
Research Foundation in St. 
Louis and published in the 
latest issue of the New 
England Journal of 
Medicine. 

Two of the marijuana 
smokers who were studied 
were described as being 
impotent “apparemly in 
association with marijuana 
use.’’ One of these men 
regained normal sexual 
functioning several weeks 
after he stopped using the 
drug, the report said. 

One of the authors of the 
report is Dr. William Masters, 
who is noted for his research 
on sexual behavior. 


We were unable to answer 
the question of safety of 
marijuana use in a definitive 
fashion at this time,” Masters 
said in a statement issued by 
the foundation. “However, it 
now appears possible that 
there may be severe con¬ 
sequences of frequent in¬ 
tensive use of the drug.’’ 

The study did not cover 
casual and infrequent users of 
the drug.

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Quadra in giant watch 




Tied up at her berth in 
Esquimau, the weather ship 
Quadra is being readied for 
the biggest international 
weather watch in history. 

She will be one of an armada 
of 36 ships from 11 countries 
taking part in the Global 
Atmospheric Research 
Program, monitoring and 
studying tropical storms on 
ocean stations spreading from 
Barbados to West Africa. 

She leaves May 17 and won’t 
return to her home port until 
late October. She will be one of 
seven ships working in the 
central area 600 miles south¬ 
west of Dakar. 

While she’s away, the 
research ship Parizeau will 
take her place on Station 
Papa, 900 miles west of 
Vancouver Island, sharing the 
six-week tours of duty with 
Quadra's sister ship Van¬ 
couver. 

Six additional computers 
and additional scientific 
equipment are being installed 
aboard Quadra. 

The jackstay on her bow is 
being relocated to make room 
for a crane and boom that will 
allow scientific instruments to 
monitor 60 feet away from the 
ship’s hull. 

Her superstructure has 
been changed to house a huge 
weather balloon — 30 feet in 
length and 12 feet across. 

A satellite navigator system 
has been added to her 
navigational equipment. Two 
huge automatic cameras are 
part of the scientific backup. 

Her master, Capt. Randy 
Dykes, is proud that Quadra 
has been chosen to represent 
Canada in the scientific 
exercise. 

“Canada will be taking a 
leading role,” he said, “We 
have some of the finest 
scientists in the world and 
some of the equipment being 
put on board has been 
specially designed by them for 
this mission.” 

He pointed out several 
pieces of equipment which he 
claimed were more 
sophisticated than that on 
other ships taking part in the 
three-month weather watch, 
even the Americans 

Quadra’s scientific chores 
will begin immediately she’s 
gone through the Panama 
Canal. 

“That’s when we start the 
Gebco line,” Dykes explained, 
“That’s a continuous line of 


soundings that will help fill in 
some of the blanks." Quadra’s 
sounding equipment can 
monitor as deep as 6,000 
fathoms. 

Dr. R.W. Stewart, of Vic¬ 
toria’s marine sciences 
directorate, is chairman of the 
project’s organizing com¬ 
mittee. Scientific co-ordinator 
for Canada is Dr. R.S. 
Polavarapu of Toronto. 
Deputy co-ordinator is 
Michael Bolton, Victoria- 
based regional hydrographer. 

Quadra normally carries a 
complement of 86. Scientists 
aboard will bring this number 
up to 102. 

Dykes is elated that Canada 
is taking such a prominents 
role in the exercise, which is 
designed to gather in¬ 
formation about the tropical 
storms which develop in the 
earth’s atmosphere, 
generating much of the 
energy which drives weather 
systems on a global scale. 

For a long while scientists 
have wanted data on at¬ 
mospheric behavior in the 
tropics but have been unable 
to make studies there because 
so much of the activity takes 
place over the oceans. 

In addition to the 36 ships, 12 
long-range aircraft will be 
used in the international 
exercise, taking 
measurements in the lower 
and middle layers of the 
troposphere. A geostationary 
satellite is already in position 
and three polar-orbiting 
satellites will carry special 
instruments. 

On land, measurements will 
also be taken at Dakar and by 
weather radar at the Cape 
Verde Islands. 

Taking part in the weather 
probe will be Canada, Britain, 
the United States, Russia. 
France, West Germany, 


Readied for adventure 


Portugal, East Germany, 
Mexico, the Netherlands and 
Brazil. 

Bolton will be senior 
scientist aboard Quadra from 
June 27 to July 17, Dr. R. C. 
Melanson of Dartmouth, N.S., 
will be in charge from July 27 
to Aug. 16 and Dr. W. N. 
English of Victoria from Aug. 
29 to Sept. 20. 

Information gleaned during 
the exercise, scientists assert, 
will be invaluable in 
producing more accurate 
long-range weather predic¬ 
tions in various parts of the 
hemisphere.
